Green Sunsets In England. 
+ Green sunsets seon by the Rus 
sian explorers in the newly discoy- 
ered polar land have been matched 
in England, . Throughout Noyember 
and December .of 1883 the intensity 
and afterglows. were of wonderfu) 
intensity and varied colors. At 
‘Chelsea especially the sun went 
down over the Thames aud a blaze 
of unearthly beauty sanging. from 
deepest red to green, as may be seen 
in a series of water eolor sketches 
made at the time and now preserved 
in the Chelsea free library,. Sir Nor- 
man Lockyer and other astronomers 
vttributed these winter sunsets to

In the other royal residences 
no such rule applies, and at the pres- 
wnt time many apartments ar. occu 
pied by persons well able to pay for 
thelr accommodation, ; 
A case in point is that of the Coun< 
tess Fedora Gleichen, a cousin of the + 
King, who was granted apartments by 
King Edward, ‘or rather her fathe: 
was given the privilege of living rent 
free, by Queen Victoria, and King J0d- 
ward confirmed the daughter in the 
premises at St. James’ Priace. — 

It was this countess who -was. re- 
quested by the agents of King George 
to pay rent, but she declined upon 
the score of poverty. it is notorious 
that the countess, who is a sculptor, 
of, ote, and Is also in receipt of a 
pension, is earning scme $20,000 or 
$25,000 a year, and can well afford 
to pay good rent. Nevertheless, the 
countess has refused to move or pay 
rent, and bas left it to the King to 
decide upon any further steps.

Maj.-Gen. Cotton Holds Seniority of 
Service tn Canadian Forces. 

Born ip the city of Montreal, and 
‘having In the courte of his duty asa 
permanent officer been gtationed in 
turn at Kingston, Quebec, Ottawa, 
London and. Toronto, Maj,-Gen.’H, W. 
Cotton, Ingpectat-General of the Can- 
adian Militia, whore appointment has 
‘been extended ta March next, when 
he will rétire, is widely known tin 
Canada, He is one of the oldest oM-« 
cers of tho permanént foree, prob- 
ably the very oldest in point of 
swearing in. When, owing ‘tp: the 
withdrawal of the permanent troops, 
the duty was forced/ upon the Cana- 
dian Government of organiziog a cou- 
ple of artillery corps to garrison the 
fortifications at Quebec and Kingston, 
Col. Cotton was. a captain in thé old 
Ottawa Garrison Artillery and Appli- 
ed for.and was given a commission 
‘jn the new corps then being raised at 
Kingston, which subsequently be ..me 
“A" battery, andeventually was the 
edlonel of the present Royal .Cana- 
dian Horse Artillery. 

In his younger days Gen. Cotton 
was recognized as one of ihe best rifle 
shots in Canada and twiee went to 
Wimbledon as a member of the Can- 
adian team, . He has never since fail- 
ed to take an active interest tn rifle 
shooting and artillery practice. He 
entered upon his first staff duties in 
1882, when he was appointed to the 
command of the artillery school con- 
nected with A Battery and waa ap- 
pointed assistant inspector of artil- 
lery. He retained those dual appoint- 
ments until appointed district officer 
commanding the old third military 
district with headquarters at King- 
ston. Later he became Inspector of 
Artillery, commanded military dis- 
trict No. 4, Ottawa, and was Assist- 
ant-Adjutant-General for Artillery at 
headquarters. He has also been Quar- 
‘termaster-General, Master-General of 
the Ordinance, Officer Commanding 
Western Ontario Division with hoead- 
quarters at Toronto, He commanded 
the first infaitry division at the Que- 
bec tercenterary review, 

Apart from a few months’ service 
during the Fenian raids, Gen. Cotton 
has not had a chance in active service. 
At the time of the Northwest Rebel- 
lion of 1885 he was commandant of 
the-Citadel at Quebec and though all 
of the other regulars in his garrison 
were sent to the front he was ordered 
to remain at Quebec. At the time of 
the South African war he was again 
uhable to love for Africa, his ser- 
vices being needed at Ottawa in con- 
nection with the equipment, and de- 
spatch of the various contingents, He 
was represented on the field, however, 
by his son, who enlisted into the first 
torla Rifles of Montreal, and gave his 
life for the Empire at Paardep2rg. 
A man of calm, unruffied disposition, 
“never over exacting, and always anx- 
lous to give full credit to his 
ordinates, Gen, Cotton is much belov-

flon, Charles KR. Devlin Has teen ap 
Active Politician, ‘ 

The Hon, Charles: Ramsay Devlin, 
Minister of Mines, Game and Fisher- 
jes in the Quebec Government, re- 
potts as to whose recpnt sickness 
caused anxiety to his friendd, has bad 
perhaps a more varied Parliamentary 
career than any other’ man at present 
living in Canada, says Chesterfield in 
The Family Herald. He hae beenya 
member of both Dominion and Unit- 
ed Kingdom Parliaments as well as 
of the Quebec Legislatire, in which 
he still holds a seat.. No one needs 
to be told that Hon, Mr: Devlin ts of 
Irish, descent or that he te a native of 
Aylmer,’ Que., & pretty place, and 
once a very. important commercial 
apd transportation ceptre, on the 
Ottawa river a few miles above the 
city of Ottawa, He was born in 1858, 
peceiving hin education at, Montreal 
Gollege and Laval University. For 
some years after leaving college he 
was engaged in mercantile and jour- 
nalistic work, duriag which time he 
mado his maiden,speeches. As a boy 
he manifested somewhat of a precbs- 
ity in the direction of ‘oratory and 
elocution, and an old member of Par- 
liament some time ago related to the 
writer that when “Charlie” Deviin 
was a stripling it used to be a prac- 
tice when Parliament was in session 
for a party of members to drive each 
Sunday afternoon to Aylmer to visit 
the Devlin family; a feature of their 
hospitable entertainment each visit 
being the recitation of some classical 
oration or the delivery.of an original 
speech by the youth who is now a 
wember of the Quebec Cabinet. Not 
only did: the embryo statesman have 
ambition as an orator, but he had 
ability. Some men's maiden speeches 
are hardly manly, but Mr. Devlins 
were from.the very first of a vigorous 
character. Moreover, he spoke Eng- 
lish and ‘French with equal eloquence 
and fluency. His attainments soon 
on recognition, and he was elected 
to the House of Commons for Ottawa 
County in 1891, being the frat Lib- 
eral and last member ever returned 
for the old County of Ottawa, now 
divided into Wright’ and Labelle. In 
1896 he was elected for Wright, one 
of the two new constituencies formed 
from the old one. He resigned the 
seat to accept the appointment of 
Canadian Commissioner for Ireland, 
holding the appointment until 1993, 
and making frequent speeches setting 
(orth the advantages of Canada as a 
vind for settlement, 

These speeches established his re- 
putation asa speaker In a country 
which is. famous as a producer ot 
orators, and his services were enlist- 
ed, readily enough we might easily 
oelieve, ON Behalf of the Irtsh Nation: | 
alist cauge, In 1908 ‘he was with the 
universal approval of the Irish party 
leaders, tendered the nomination for 
Galway City, accepted it, ran abd was. 
elected by acclamation, a similar te- 
sult ocsurring at t' e general election 
chree years later. While a member 
_at Westminster, Mr, Devlin made sev- 
eral notable speeches ahd rendered 
good service to his party as Secretary 
of the United Irish League, In No- 
vember, 1906, Mr. Devlin resigned his 
seat for Galway, returned to Canada, 
and was at a bye-election on Dec, 29, 
.be same year, elected to the Cana-

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@ANADA'’S FIRST GOVERNMENT . 
OIFFERS FROM PRESENT, 


The Advisers of the Governor-General 
Did Not Care Much About Elec. , 
torts In Those Days, But Worried 
More Concertiing “heir Superiorg 
abd. Standing at Court +— Inten- 
dant Designed to Spy on Governor, 


Under the politica! ‘institutions en- 
joyed, by the people of Canada, it has 
been found possible to carry on @ 
government that insures to the gov- , 
erned the greatést measure of liberty 
that ‘is consistent With order, that 
guarantees to each citizen the enjoy- 
iment of the frults of his industry, and 
encourages national development and 
progress. For these great blessings . 
the Gunadian people must.thank their 
heritage in thé..British Constitution, 
which, under a government monerch- 
ical in form, gives to the people re- 
sponsible and elastic democratic rule, , 

These thoughts are suggested by 
the session of our Federal Parliament 
which has just begun, says a writer 
in The Montreal Standard, and that, 
too, tends to cause one to look back- 
wards to the beginning of government 
in this country, and to contrast the 
inatitutions of long .go with those 
under which it Is our good fortune te 
live, This backward glance enables 
us to see how far the world has mov- 
ed in the matter of government since 
white men came to the valley of the™ 
St. Lawrence and planted here the 
seeds of civilization, 

Canada's earliest rulers were trad- 
ing companies that, in consideration 
of monopolies grant.d them in the 
fur trade and the fisherics, under- 
took to rule the country for the Ki ¢ 
of France and develop it as a colony, 
Among these early mercantile rulers 
were. the.Company of. Merchants of 
Rouén and St. Malo, the Company of " 
Canada, the West Indies Company, 
and lastly the largest and best-knowy 
of them all, the Company of One 
Hundred Associates, 

The companies did something to 
colonize and to protect the colonists, 
but on the whole they did more to 
prosecute the fur trade and enrich 
themselves. Corporation-rule did not 
prove a success, and frally in 1663 Ib 
was brought to an end, and royal gov- 
ernment was set up. That year is a 
starting point in what may be called 
the history of government and laws 
in Canada, for the consequences 0! 
many. things done by that first 
Canadian royal governments influenc- 
‘ed the course of Canadian history,

The Intendant was virtually a spy 
on the Governor, and every year he 
sent to the Minister of Marine, whose 
department administered colonial af: 
fairs, letters, often forty pages * in: 
‘length filled with the secrets of the 
colony, political and personal, great 
and small. The Governor also wrota 
letters, and each was jealous of the 
lettera of the other ‘ 

To assist the Governo,: and the In- 
tendant there was a body known aa 
the Sovereign- Council, composed 
the Governor, the Integdant, the 
Bishgp, and at first of five other coun+ 
cillors, but wheuse number was sub- 
‘sequently increased to twelve. 

This remarkable Council combined 
some of the advisory and executive 
functions of the Cabimet of tp-day, 
with some of the ‘legislative functions 
of Parliament, and the functions both 
of a trial court and a court of appeal. 
The law that it enforced and, there 
fore, introduced into Canada, was 
what was known in France as the 
“Coutume de Paris’—the Customs of 
Paris, based on the ancient Roman 
law. 
The rule of the Governor, the In- 
tendaat, and the Sovereign, or Super 
jor Council, cor tinued to the end of 
the French regime, It had its quali % 
ties, especially with respect to milt- 
tary affairs, for it made New France 
the strongest fighting unit on the com
